The bank does a business of from $7,000,000 to 
$8,000,000 daily, and so the small amounts the teller 
took were never missed, As the actual surplus of 
the bank is $800,000, the $33,000 stolen by Vangelder 
does not affect the institution. The amount 
been charged to profit and loss.

Tho Russo-Afghan Question Causing 
Feeling of Diaquiet. 


General Belief in English Political 
Circles That Russia Will Permit No 
Peaceful Settlement of the Trouble—

Bpecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, May 21.—The black clounds mentioned 
go frequently in my dispatches grew much larger 
last night. During the afternoon a report was cir- 
chlated, intentionally, from the Foreign Office, that 
everything was settled with Russia. In spite ot 

this,so rooted was the feeling of disquiet in all well 
informed circles, that the moment the news that 
the Guards had been stopped at Alexandria spread 
in the House of Commons, everybody was ready to 
believe the worst. Excited groups of members 
gathered in the inner lobby, discussing the meaning 
of the news. In answer to the question, “what 
does it mean?” only one reply was on every one's lips, 
“It is Russia.” Sir Arthur Hayter, Financial Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, wore a look of great anxiety 
when edmitting the fact of the detention in the 
House. This naturally confirmed suspicions. 
The Guards may, of course, have been stopped for 
the defense of Suakim, owing to a change in the 
Government's plans, or because new trouble is ex- 
to arise over the Bosphore-Egyptien incident, 
but every one believes it means more seriqus com- 
plications with Russia. No doubt is felt that Rus 
gia’s demands are grewing daily. The last is prob- 
ably for the cession of Maruckak, though there 
is even a rumor of Russia proposing the com- 
plete neutrality of Afghanistan, which, 
of course, would mean leaving it open for her 
intrigues. In the meantime the Ameer, now 
thoroughly alarmed, is pushiag troops forward and 
fortifying Herat with the savy battery presented 
to him by England. The war preparations in India 
never have been stopped, in spite of contrary 
assertions. It is suggested that Russia will prolong 
the negotiations till after the general election here, 
in order to judge of the temper of the country with 
the new electorate system, Lord Hartington is 
making a strong stand for the retention of Sua- 
kim, which he has often previously declared 

essential to England. He will probably succeed. 

GLADSTONE'S RETIREMENT. 

With regard to Gladstone's words ro- 
cently about his retirement. I am 
able, as a result of inquiries in the best informed 
quarters, to state the following with much confi- 
dence: Gladstone will, without doubt, retire with 
the dissolution of Parliament, but this will not pre- 
vent him from taking opportunities during the 
recess of speaking a number of times, publicly, in 
defence of the policy of his administration. Hav- 
ing thus helped the Liberals back to power, he will 
quit public life forever. But if war breaks out, it 
is believed he will resign at once, leaving Harting- 
ton, now Minister of War, again Premier to carry 


it on. 
THE IRISH LAND BILL. 


I learn that the following will be the chief points 
of the Irish land purchase act, announced by the 
Government last night, for this session, viz: Not 
more than £20,000,000 will be advanced; the Gov- 
ernment will advance three-fourths of the purchase 
money in each case, the landlord retaining the 
other fourth, but the Government must be paid in 
whole or a large part before the landlord's fourth 
p paid. All party matter, so far as possible, has 
been eliminated in order to secure the prompt 
passage of the bill. 

THE CHOLERA.

HARTINGTON'S EXPLANATION. 

In the House of Commons this afternoon, the 
Marquis of Hartington, Secretary of War, in reply 
to a question by Sir Stafford Northcote, the Conser- 
vative leader, stated that it was not thought by the 
Government desirable to give the reasons for the 
detention of the Guards at Alexandria. “It was 
stated by the Government some time ago,“ added 
Lord Hartington, that it was desirable to concen- 
trate the British troops then in the Soudan for pos- 
sible service elsewhere. That operation is not yet 
suspended.’’ 

ENGLISH AND RUSSIAN SECURITIES. 

1:30 p. u. Consols closed at 99 7-16 last night and 
opened this morning at 99 8-16, and before 1 o'clock 
they had fallen to 98 13-16, and are now quoted at 
88 15-16. Stocks and home and foreign funds are 
depressed in consequence of the general feeling 
that Russia will permit no peaceful settlement of 
the present troubles, but that she is bent on having 
war. The delaying of the return of the Guards 
from Egypt to England and the news that comes 
from India in regard to the continued war prepara- 
tions there has caused a most uneasy feeling upon 
the various Exchanges.

AFFAIRS IN EGYPT.

Rev. J. R. Reasoner Succumbs to 
Brain Trouble and Commits 
Suicide.

No Cause Assigned but Aberration of 
Mind—The Preacher Well Known 
in St. Louis—A Sketch of His Life. 


By Telegraph te the Post-Dispatch. 

COLLINSVILLE, ILI., May 21. The community here 
was very much excited this morning on learning of 
the suicide of the Rev. J. R. Reasoner, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church at this place, who shot 
himself in the temple while laboring under a tempo- 
rary fit of insanity, about 7 o'clock this morning, 


with a revolver, and died about 8 o'clock. A very 
sad feature in the case was the shock to his wife, 
who bad been visiting in Ohio. She arrived home 
about five miuutes after her husband had died. A 
committee met her at the train and broke the sad 
news to her. No cause has as yet been assigned 
for the rash act. 


Rev. Mr. Reasoner Well Known Here. 
Mr. Reasoner was well known in St. Louis, where 
his own genial qualities as a citizen and a preacher 
had made him liked at whatever church 
he had bad occasion to preach 
when making an exchange with a 


St. Louis brother. His near residence to this city 
had induced him to take advantage of the benefits 
offered by the metropolitan ministerial gatherinzs 
and several years ago he joined the St. 
Louis Presbyterian Ministerial Association. He 
was a regular attendant at the Monday 
meetings of the association and by this means be- 
came known to nearly ail the city pastors, He had 
lived in Collinsville about four years, having come 
from Eimwood. III., where he had held the 
pastorate for a dozen years. His education 
was received at Monmouth College, Monmouth, 
IL, and he graduated with honors. During his pas- 
torate at Collinsville he had been laboring 
quite hard, and, although he was 
surrounded by the most harmonious and 
delectable home influences the cares of his ition 
weighed on him to such an extent that he became 
apprehensive himself that his mind — not as 
an 


grew so great that he confided his anxiety to some 
of his ministerial brethren. About six weeks ago 
he suddenly walked up to Rev. Dr.J.W. Allen. after 
the Ministers’ meeting, and said: ‘Doctor, I don't 
like the way my head feels.” 

“Ob, nonsense, man, you're all right. Why, 
what do you think is the matter?” 

“Well, it may seem rather ridiculous, but I feel 
that I am liable at any moment tobe struck with 
softening of the brain.” 

His friend tried to disabuse him of what seemed 
then to be a delusive, but what in the light of to- 
day's developements, was a true presentiment, 
and the oppressed man went home in a somewhat 
brighter frame of mind. .

Seventeen Persons Lose Their Lives 
in a Cincinnati Fire, 


The Burning of the Sullivan Printing 
Omce- Women and Girls Jump 
From Fifth Story Windows and Are 
Dashed to Death—Others Perish in 
the Flames—Seventeen Known to be 
Killed — Harrowing Scenes — The 
Dead and Wounded. 


Com H, ONO. May 91.—At a fire this -after- 
noon in Sullivan's printing establishment, No. 19 
Sixth street, eight girls and women 
jumped from the fifth story to 
the sidewalk. Five of them are dead. 
Lamm The fire on Sixth street, No, 19, this aft- 
ernoon, caused the death of seventeen persons. It 
was at first thought that only five women, who 
jumped from the fifth-story window, 
were killed, but when the fire was sub- 
dued, so that the firemen could enter, it 
was found that ten dead bodies lay in heaps on the 
fifth floor and one on the fourth. There were six 
who jumped from the” windows and were killed, 
and one man, after saving the lives of two women 
by letting down a rope from the roof, 
was himself killed by the burning of 
the same rope before he reached 
the ground. This was Mr. Sullivan, brother of the 
proprietor of the printing works. The fire originat- 
ed by the explosion of a gasoline stove on the sec- 
ond floor. The flames entered the elevator chute 
which is next the stairway, and all chance of 
escape was thus cut off. The killed are 
mostly employes of a dye works, which occupied a 
portion of the building, 
THE DEAD AND WOUNDED. 

The list now obtainable of the victims reads as 
follows: 
Mary Lowry, aged 17, lives In Covington; killed, 
John Sullivan, one of the firm of Sullivan & Co.'s 
Steam Printing Works, with offices in the building, 
killed. 
Emma Pinchback, of No. 111 Bullock street, bad- 
ly injured. 
Josie Hawkes, of 21 Bishop street, severely 
burned. 
William Bishop, of Covington, badly injured. 
Minnie Shepard, of No. 81 Harrison avenue, fatal- 
ly injured. 
Lizzie Meyers, corner of Hunt and Broadway, 
killed. 
Dollie aged 22, jumped from the top story, 
and was dashed to pieces. 
The two Punten sisters of Newport, both killed. 
Mary Beentum, aged 17, of Newport, killed in 
leaping from the fifth story. Charles Braam made 
an effort to catch her, but the force was too great, 
and she dashed on the pavement at his feet a shape- 
less corpse. 
Fannie Jones, West End, killed. 
In addition to the above list of those who were 
killed by leaping from the fifth story, eleven more 
corpses were found inside the building, and the 
search is now being prosecuted. The fifth story 
was completely burned out, but the wails still 
stand, and the other floors are not much damaged. 

THE OCCUPANTS OF THE BUILDING. 
The building was occupied by Sullivan & Co.'s 
printing works; Orth, Wissel & Co., dye house; The 
Ledger Postal News Co.; Parisian Dyeing and 
Scouring Co., and J. R. Kinsley, gold, silver and 
nickel plating works. It was not long until the fire 
was under control. The mass of telegraph and 
telephone wires prevented the men from putting up 
ladders promptly for the relief of tne inmates,

At 1 o'clock to-day Deputy Sheriff Mead made up 
into a neat bundle the two mat kid boats which 
bave been a bone of contention between Congress- 
man Glover and Shoemaker McNamara for more 
than a month past, and, taking them to Mr., Glover's 
office, deposited them there.

$6 20 for costs. Mr. Glover then paid 
the bill. which, as any one can see, amounts to $16 10 
for each boot, instead of $16 for two boots, and de- 
manded the goods, asking that he be allowed to try 
them on. Here came up another hitch. Mr. Me- 
Ndmara and his partner, Mr. Peter McNab, fearing 
a snare, declined to let Mr. Glover try the ‘boots on 
except in the presence of witnesses at the office of 
their attorney, Mr. Leander.

ANDREW J. CURTIN. 


Reminiscences of the Former Ameri- 
can Minister to Russia. 


— —— — 


An Interesting Incident—Curtin's Re- 
tort to Gortschakoff, the Russian 
Chancellor—The Mis understanding 
With the French Minister —-Mr. Cur- 
tin and Napoleon III. 


Special Correspondence of the Pst-Dispatch. 
Wasuinaton, May 18.—Andrew J. Curtin of Penn- 

sylvania was for five years our Minister to St. 
Petersburg. He was there during the period of the 
Franco-Prussian war. Some of his reminiscences 
have been topics of entertainment at the dinners in 
Washington, where Mr. Curtin is always one of the 
most welcome guests. He has a very rich fund of 
experience. His friends are urging him to write his 
memoirs covering the period of his service as a war 
Governor, and as a Minister abroad. Mr. Curtin 
says that his position in in St. Petersburg cost him 
about $12.000 a year more than his salary There 
is no place in Europe where it is more important for 
the Minister to keep up a certain scale of expendi- 
ture in order to maintain a good social footing than 
at this place. One of the earlier incidents of Our- 
tin’s career at St. Petersburg occurred at a dinuer 
where Gortechakoff, the Chancellor ofthe Russian 
Empire, sat opposite him. Mr. Curtin was un- 
known to most of the guests. Gortschahoff began 
talking tohimin a very abrupt brusque fashion 
about the Alabama claims,commission which had 
just been established.

Upon another occasion soon after this Curtin at- 
tended an evening reception given by the French 
Minister, Gen. Fleury. Gen. Fleury was the right 


arm of Napoleon III. He had asalary of $75,000 a 


year a8 Minister and an allowance of $50,000 besides 
for entertaining. More than this, he was ajlowed to 
draw for what sums he needcd for extra entertain- 
ments, He occupied an entire palace and enter- 
tained upon the most lavish scale, Gov. Qurtin, 
when he entered, found the large rooms of the pal- 
ace filled with brilliantiy unftormed officials. He 
was in plain evening dress aud attracted but little 
attention in the gaily dressed crowd. When 
he advanced to be presented to the Minister 
and Madame Fleury, Gen. Fieury bowed slightly 
and did net speak tohim. Madame Fleury bowed 
very coldly and said notning. The Governor stood 
ina very awkward position fora moment or two, 
and then he wheeled about aud marched back into 
the generai salon. The marked coolness of his 
reception made a good deal of gossip among his 
diplomatic associates who were acquainted with 
him. One of them came up to 

asked him what was the matter. He 
said he did not know, but one 
thing was very certain, that he should never cross 
tne threshoid of the French Minister's house again. 
He had his carriage called and réturned at once to 
his on quarters, This aifair created t excite- 
ment among the diplomates. It was immediately 
buzzed about that the American Minister, on ac- 
count of the rudeness of his reception had gone 
away in a great rage, vowing he never would re- 
turn. The next morning a secretary of the French 
Legation called upon Mr. Curtin, 


said that no apology was and very diplo- 
matically refused to acknowledge that there was 
any cause fora grievance. Finaily the sec 
asked him if he would receive General Fleury. He 
replied that he would always be pleased to receive 
the French Minister. A few moments after General 
Fleury arrived. Then came Madame Fleury. They 
told the Minister that he was unknown to them 
“by sight,”” and when he came in in plain evening 
dress, they thought that he was some wandering 
Euglish tourist. Their regrets ere so warm and 
earnest that Mr. Curtin became very thoroughly 
reconciled with the General.

They became quite intimate afterwards. To- 
wards the close of the war between France and 
Germany, Gov. Curtin gave a dinner at which Gen. 
Fieury and his wife were the honored guests, Dur- 
ing the dinner a dispatch was brought in tothe 
French Minister. He opened and read it and 
handed it to Mr. Curtin without a word. It was the 
dispatch announcing the surrender of Napoleon IIL 
Fleury at once left the house. Hewas obliged to 
leave St. Petersburg almost immediately. Not- 
withstanding his large income, he was head over 
hevis in debt. He was obliged to seil everything 
down to his wife's furs to satisfy these debts. In 
St. Petersburg they have a custom when a mem- 
ber of the Diplomatic Corps goes away, for his as- 
sociates to go down to the station with flowers and 
presents to . him a brilliant send-off. The 
morning of Fleury’s departure, Gov. Curtin and his 
wife purchased a huge bouquet of flowers and 
drove to the station. Whenthey arrived there 
they found the once popular Minister alone. Not 
a single one of the people whom he had so lavishly 
entertained in St. Petersburg had come down to 
see them off. Madame Fleury came up to Mr. Cur- 
tin with tears in her eyes as she said: “You are 
the only one of our old associates who has 
had the kindness of heart to remember us 
this morning, and you of all others 
who thought when you first met us, that we were 
rude in our mauner of greeting you.

Some time after this Mr. Curtin went to London, 
for a little rest and change. Napoleon III. was 
then at Coiselhurst, Duriug Curtin's stay in Lon- 
don, the chevalier be ss called upon him.

TORNADO WARNING. 


Cyclones Promised to the Mississippi Val- 
ley in the End of June, 
Mr. Walter H. Smith of Montreal, president of the 
Astro-Meteorological Association, and successor to 
the late Mr. Vennor as Canadian weather seer, sends 
to the Post-Dispatcs a copy of his special tornado 
and storm warning for the last eight or ten days of 
June, 1885. In it he says thay “on the 24th and 26th 
days of that month Mercury and Venus are re 
spectively at their perihelion points,” and 
the past records of such astronomical 


positions go very far to show that “some of the 
worst tornadoes and cyclonic storms have occurred 
in summer seasons, even when only one of these plau- 
ets has been nearest to the sun, notably on August 3, 
1882, with Mercury at perihelion, when a cyclone 
wrecked Snowflake, Man., anda great waterspout 
burst at Shelby, Ohio, and a heated term with auro- 
rai displays lasted from the 4th to the 7th, followed 
by hi h winds, rains and a cool reaction. On July 
sf 1888, with Mercury at perihelion, a terrible tor- 
nado wrecked Minnesota and adjacent parts, doing 
$130,000 damage in Dodge County, alone, with tor- 
nadoes occurring as far north as Sorel, 
Can., houses ‘re being wrecked on the 22d. On 
August 22, 1883, Venus was in perinelion, and great 
heat was experienced over the continegt, sunstrokes 
being numerous on the 20th and 2ist. On the 2ist 
a great tornado at Rochester, Minn., tore up 135 
dwelling houses and killed twenty-six persons; on 
the 22d a hurricane visited Ottawa, Ont., doing 
great damage. On July 7, 1884, mercury was in 
13 and a at heat was experienced at the 

th and 6th, wita heavy storms over Iowa, Wiscon- 
sin and New York States, and on the 7th a water- 
spout drowned several persons, swept away crops 
and houses in Madison County, Ark. My special 
forecast for the last eight or ten days of June, 1885, 
reads: Oppressive heat, high winds. thunder show- 
ers and unsettled weather in the northeastern and 
northwestern United States and Canada; tornadoes 
probable in the tornado sections, notably in the 
western and southwestern States, near the Missis - 
sippi River, followed by a reactionary cool to very 
cool period of high barometric pressure, with local 
frosts in the northern and middle sections. June 
ending cool. Tornadoes occur most frequently be- 
tween the hours of 2 and 6 p. m.“
